SESSION AT THE CENTURY CLUB. 


Aae of Mrs. Charlotte Emersoy Brown, 
the President. | 


ParpapEetrata, Pa., May 9.—[S 1. 
The women of the West came tb recy 
servative eſtystoday with an irresistible smile 
and a force for the good almost cyclonic. The 
occasion was the biennial meeting of the gen- 
eral federation of women’s clubs of the world. 
The most natural suggestion to the mind 
upon looking over the convention is, ‘ Has 
the West gone ahead with woman’s work and 
left the effete East in the background?” True 
Massachusetts led the list in number of clubs 
and delegates, but pitted against her is IIli- 
nois with its fine array of organizations and 
scores of delegates, Ohio more than equals 
New York, while Indiana can give the Key- 
stone State pointers, 

This may be due in a measure to the im- 
petus given movements for the betterment of 
women’s condition by the meetings at Chica- 
go in 1892 and also. by the gatherings inci- 
dent to the World’s Fair of 1893. But the 
Western delegates came in with a rush. They 
had three private cars of their own over the 
Pennsylvania railroad, and everybody who 
read the banners on the sides of the coaches 
learned that these women Were on business 
bent. Their Eastern and ‘Southern sisters 
came in modestly and unantiounced., 

It was close to midnight when the’ National 
Council of Women finished its labors at the 
Continental Hotel. 
to the effect that ail local councils be invited 
to send delegates to the meeting in February 
next at Washington, D. C. The triennial 
convention will probably last a month. In 
adjourning expressions of congratulations 


were interchanged by the women present on 


the success of the meetings ‘toward illustrat. 
ing the greatest movement among women in 
modern times—the moyedent toward co- 
operation. 

Fifty years ago these were: new thoughts to 
women, though old; enough to men. The 


first meeting which recognized women as an 


independent factor was held in 1848. 
Sorosis and the New England Women’s club, 
which gave the club idea to America, were 
organized only twenty-six years ago. The 
founders of Sorosis, Alice Cary, who was its 
first President; her sister Phoebe, Kate Field, 
and Mme. Demorest, were pictured in public 
print with feet in the air sufrounded with to- 
bacco smoke, wine bottles, and glasses, To- 


elubs today. It gave alla chance to display 


their new spring costumes, and the gathering 
at the new Century elub-rooins ‘this morning 
was as brilliant as a flower garden in full 


bloom. Over 300 delegates were present, 
and there were more to be heard from, as they 
kept arriving all day. 

When Mrs. ‘Charlotte 363 Brown 
called the convention to order there wasn’t a 


| vacant seat in the hall and nbarly half a hun- 


dred women were standing ih the room, some 
at the reporters’ table, ‘There was not 2 man’s 
face to be seen. There was a ripple of ap- 
plause as the presiding officer called 
upon Miss Mary Grew of this city, the valiant 
anti-slavery fighter, to invoke the divine 
blessing. Mrs. Edward Longstreeth, Presi- 
dent of the new Century club, madean ad- 
dress of welcome, in which she spoke of the 
happiness in welcoming the delegates to the 
city and the club-house, TO Mrs. Long- 
streeth’s speech tne President of the Federa- 
tion, Mrs. Brown, made an ant response of 
appreciation, making prominent what she 
termed the talismanic word pf the convention 
Love. The President introduced those on 
the platform to the audience as follows: 

Mrs. Julia P. Harvey of Geneva, III.; Mrs. 
J. C. Croly (Jennie June) of New York; Mrs. 
Annie Palmer of Rhode Island; Mrs. Linden

Mrs, Julia Ward Howe of 
Boston was introduced last as perhaps the 
greatest on the platform.

Against this gentle murmur Miss 
Julia Plato Harvey, who was telling of the 
work of the department congress and council 
meeting at Chicago, struggled unsuccessfully 
but patiently until several eager spirits in the 
chatting audience were moved to call Loud- 
er.“ With praiseworthy hamility Miss Har- 
vey took the blame on herself and raised her 
voice. Still she could hot be heard. Soine 
one asked that the speakers come well for- 
ward on the stage, adding that they would be 
heard far better for being d foot nearer the 
edge of the stage. Miss Harvey looked dis- 
tressed but obeyed.

Then far off in the gallery sounded the 
voice of a brave and hardy woman, strong in 
conviction and courageous of mind. “I 
would like to suggest.“ she articulated slowly,

quiet.” 

A solemn, sudden hush fell upon the meet- 
ing, her hearers . looked at one another and 
then up at the gallery. They saw a pretty 
girl in a black bonnet and & gray dress, who 
smiled on them with a comfiding smile and 
looked perfectly innocent, but her remarks 
had their effect and A things went 
along more quietly. 

The address of President: Charlotte Emer- 
son Brown was of interest on many points. 
Among other things she said: ä 

„Constant observation and correspondence 
have led me to many conclusions.

A resolution was adopted. 
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The committee appointed to confer with 
the Pullman company reported at a meeting 
in Turner Hall, Kensington, at 10 o’clock 
last night and it waa decided not to strike at 
present, A committee is going to examine 
the books of the company and if it is found 
that the company has been making money a 
strike will be ordered; otherwise there will 
be no strike. 

It was an immense gathering that awaited 
the committee's return at Kensington Turner 
Hall. The men were packed in as closely as 
they could stand and the platform was filled 


‘with women. Finally the members arrived. 


Robert Brown, one of the committee, told the 
gathering the substance of what had been said 
during the afternoon, The typewritten docu- 
ment sent out by Mr. Pullman was 
not read. The committee said it was 
not received. Then it was announced 
that the committee had decided 
to defer action of any kind until an investiga- 
tion had been made. Vice-President Wickes 
had promised to be on hand in Pullman to- 
day to investigate the charges against the 
foremen, and the company had offered to 
open its books for inspection by the men. 
The committee had determined to employ 
experts to make the examination. 

Hints at Deception. 

Some of the mén declares a firm belief that 
the company is deceiving them. Referring to 
the proposed examination of the books Chair- 
man Heathcote said: Those books have been 
doctored by Fred Wilkes.“ Mr. Heathcote 
gave no grounds for his belief, and let Rob- 
ert Brown do the additional talking. Mr. 
Brown said: . 

We made charges today involving every- 
body from manager to straw bosses. These 
charges were: The use of foul language; 
putting work upon us they ought not to; fail- 
ing to name the price to be paid on a job until 
nearly completed, and incompetency. There 
people have held their places from one to four 
years. We asked for a restoration of the 93 
schedule, which is 33½ per cent more than 
we now get. We are going to investigate, and 
if wé find the Pullman company is actually 
building cars at a loss to keep us busy we will 
stand by it through thick and thin.”’ 

Mr. Brown and Mr. Heathcote flatly denied 
Mr. Puilman’s statement that the average 
wages paid, includmg girls and laborers, was 
$1.85 a day, and declared the average was 
less than $1. Then they called ‘up men at 
random and asked them the average rate of 
pay for their trades, with this result: Trim- 
ming, 19 to 20% cents an hour; inside finish- 
ing, 17 cents; body builders, 18 cents; paint- 
ers, 184¢ cents; wood machine repairers, 2356 
cents; tinners, 20 cents. 

Last night’s meeting was finally turned into 
a recruiting station for the American Railway 
Union. A meeting for women will be held 


2 p. m. until 6 talking over the situation with 
Vic>-President Wickes. All the grievances, 
big and little, but principally little, such as 
petty difficulties with foremen that the com- 
mittee could recall, were laid before Mr. 
Wickes, who’assured the men they would all 
be investigated thoroughly and impartially. 
He assured them the management desired it 
understood that every employé was at liberty 
to come to the office at any time with any 
grievance, and thatit would receive atten- 
tion, He will go to Pullman today to begin 
the investigation, George M. Puilman, the 
President. appeared in the crowded room to 
make a statement to the men. He talked at 
some length, telling them why it was impos- 
sible to grant them an increase in wages. He 
said: 

At the commencement of the very serious 
depression last year we were employing at 
Pullman 5,816 men and paying out in wages 
there $305,000 a month. Negotiations that 
were then pending for new work were stopped, 
orders were canceled, and we were obliged to 
lay off, as you are aware, a large number of 
men in every department, so that by Nov. 1, 
1893, there were only about 2,000 men in all 
departments, or about one-third of the nor- 
mal number. I realized the necessity for the 
most strenuous exertions to procure work im- 
mediately, or there would be great embarrass- 
ment among not only the employés and their 
families at Pullman, but also to people living 
in the immediate vicinity, including between 
800 and 900 Pullman employés who had pur- 
chased homes and to whom employment was 
actually necessary to enable them to complete 
their payments. 

Increased the Number of Men. 

“T canvassed the matter thoroughly with 
the manager of the works, and instructed him 
to assure the men that the company would do 
everything in its power to meet competition 
which was sure to occur because of the great 
number of large car manufacturers that were 
in the same condition and that were exceed- 
ingly anxious to keep their men employed, I 
knew that if there was any work to be let 
bids would be made upon a basis muvh lower 
than ever known before. The result of this 
discussion was a revision in piece-work 
prices, which I understond to be entirely sat- 
isfactory to the men under the circumstances. 
Under these conditions and with lower prices 
upon all materials I personally undertook the 
work of attending the lettings of cars, and by 
making lower bids than other manufacturers 
secured work enough to gradually increase 
our force from 2,200 up to about 4,300, 
which is the number at present employed. 

“This result has not been accomplished 
merely by reduction in wages, but the com- 
pany has borneits full share by eliminating 
from its estimates the use of capital and ma- 
chinery, and in many cases going below that 
and taking work at considerable loss, notably 
the Long Island cars, which was the first large 
order of passenger cars let after the great de- 
pression, and which was sought for by all the 
car-builders in the country. My anxiety to 
secure that order, so as to put as many men 
at work as ; ossible, was such that I put in a 
bid at a considerable sum a car less than the 


mick r Hal ia Full. 
Charming weather g the federation of I eommittee of thirty put In the time from 
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actual cost to the company. The stock cars 


built for the Northwestern road and the re- 
frigerator cars now under construction for the 
same company will result in a loss of at least 
$12 a car, and the twenty-five cars built for 
the Lake Street Elevated road show a loss of 


$79 a car. I mention these so that you may : 


understand what the company has done for 
the mutual interest, and to secure for the peo. 
ple at Pullman and vicinity the benefit of a 
disbursement of the large amount of money 
involved in these and similar contracts. 

To Extend Further Benefits. 


further benefit the people of Pullman 
and vicinity we concentrated all the work that 
we could command at that point by closing 
our Detroit shops entirely and laying off a 
large number of men at our other repair 
shops and gave to Pullman the repair of all 
ears that could be taken care of there. 
“ Also for the further benefit of our people 
at Pullman we have carried on quite a large 
system of internal improvements, huving ex- 
bende nearly $160,000 since August last in 
pormal conditions 


removal of garbage, which is done by the 
company. 
from employés for gas consumed is about $2 
a month. To ascertain the exact amount of 
water used by the tenants separate from the 
amount consumed by the works we have re- 
cently put in meters, by which we find that 
the water consumed by the tenants, if paid 
for at the rate of four cents per 1,000 gallons 
in accordance with our original contract with 
the Village of Hyde Park, would amount to 
about $1,000 a month, almost exactly the 
rate which we have heretofore charged the 
tenunts, this company assuming the expense 
of pumping. At the rate the city is now 
charging us for water we are paying about 
$500 a month in excess of the amount 
charged to the tenants, The present pay-rolls 
at Pullman amount to $7,000 a day.“ 
Makes a Good Impression. 

Mr. Pullman’s remarks apparently made a 
favorable impression on most of the com- 
mittee, but one man spoke up: 

„Mr. Pullman? we want more pay.” 

Mr. Pullman turned slowly. toward the 
speaker and, looking him straight in the eye. 
asked: 

„Is there a man here who, knowing that we 
took the 200 cars we are now working on at a 
loss of $12 on each car, would say he wants 
more? 


The man who wanted more ban bad no re- 


ply to make to this, and no one else ventured 
to speak for him. After waiting for some 
time for an answer Mr. Pullman advised the 
men to consider well before decitling to quit 
work, and yeturned to his own office, 

After Mr. Pullman left the conference con- 
tinued on shop grievances. The question of 
wages was not brought up again, neither 
were rents referred to. At 6’clock the com- 
mittee left for Kensington. 


AMERICAN PLEASURE BOATS SEIZED. 


Outrageous Act Committed by a Canadian 
Lake Revenue Cutter. 


Totzpo, O., May 9.—There is considerable 
excitement over the seizure of two American 
pleasure vessels in Canadian waters yesterday 
for violation of the Dominion fishing laws. 
There were about fifty gentlemen on board 
the vessels, One party was from Cincinnati, 
headed by Mr. Peebles, the wealthy grocer of 
that city, and the other from Dayton. headed 
by Mr. King. Mayor Kelly of Springfield, 
O., was also in the party. They are mem- 
bers of the Cincinnati Fishing club, 
which has resorted. hither for the last seven- 
teen years in the black bass season. Two 
passengers were releasdd, but the two boats 
were taken to Amherstburg, Out., with their 
Captains, .where it is dhe evident intention of 
the authorities to confiscate them. The Vis-

Winpsor, Ont., May 9.—The i . 
ter Petrel made the capture of the Americans 
who were cruising in their steam yachts, but 
had left them and were fishing in nineteen 
small boats. The Petrel seized all the boats. 
The charges are fishing without a permit and 
fishing last year during the close season. The 
yachts and crews are still at Amherstburg, 
and the owners are also there awaiting de- 
velopments, although all but the crews have 
been released from custody. The authurities 
at Ottawa have been notified of the situation. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 0.—No complaint 
has been received by the State Department 
relative to the capture by the Canadians of 
two American steamers, crew, and passen- 
gers, who were fishing in Lake Erie, It is as- 
sumed that the parties were fishing on the 
Canadian side of the boundary line, where 
they had no right to be, as these waters are 
under Canadian jurisdiction accarding to the 
treaty of Ghent. So, while it seems that the 
arrest of hook and line sportsmen smacks of 
petty persecution, there does not appear to 
be ground for a protest unless, as is thought 
not probable, the arrests are Reus more than 
three miles from shore. 


TRIBULATIONS OF AN UNDERTAKER, 


He Comes to Coffin a Man and Finds That 
He Is Living, 

Robert Beaver of the firm of | Rogerson & 
Son, undertakers at No. 485 West Madison 
street, had a rather difficult time yesterday 
when he was calied upon to furnish a coffin 
fora body which he understood was ready 
for burial. Before his services were needed he 
waited for a man to die. E. P. Judd, aged 
81, who in former years was a prominent 
Democrat in Iowa, reached the Dearborn 
Street Station yesterday at 10 0’ clock. He 
was on his way home to Malcolm, Ia., and 
wasavery sick man, Relatives who were 
with him did not wish for any delay in pre- 
parmg for any fatal event, and ac- 
cordingly Rogerson & Son were noti- 
fied to be on hand with a coffin. 
This was about 11:30 o’clock. The under. 
taker and his assistants found that the 
“corpse” they had intended ta put in the 
coffin was very much alive, and as there was 
no indication of the suffeter dying at that 
time Mr. Beaver returned to his undertaking 
establishment, taking the coffin with him. At 
6°o’clock last evening the undertaker re- 
ceived another message, and Mr. Beaver says 
he supposed he would find a corpse that time, 
but Mr. Judd was still breathing vigorously. 
The undertaker, though somewhat provoked, 
was prevailed upon to wait, but the end did 
not come as goon as was expected, for Mr. 
Judd did not breath his last uxtil after 7 
o'clock. Heart disease was the cause of 
death. The body was then taken to the un- 
dertakiag establishment, embalmed, and last 
night was shipped to Malcolm, Ik., where the 
burial will take place, Mr. Judd was quite a 
prominent man in the district in which he 
lived, The reason the undertuker’s services 
were called for as early as they were was be- 
cause they desired to have the bady prepared 
for shipment on the 10 p. m. train.

EFFORT TO HURRY COAL FAMINE, 


Miners Want Railway Men to Refase to 


Handle Coa) Cars. 

A committee from the striking coal min 
was in Chicago yesterday to call on the chief 
officers of the Switchmen’s Union and the 
American Ratiway Union to form a combina- 
tion with them to hurry along the coal fam- 
ine by the railroad men refusing to handle 
coal cars.

Heavy Additions to the Pay- Roll During 
February and March. 

During February and March the number of 
City Hall employés was Gncreased 2,663, at 
an increased expense of $70,017. This is 
shown by the comparative statement prepared 
for the Council by Controller Ackerman. 
Details of the increase are as follows: 

Health Department, 6 men; House of Cor- 
rection, 1; teachers in public schools, 216 ; school 
carpenters, 2; engineers and janitors in school 
buildings. 7; Street Department, 1,468; side- 
walk partment, 3; water-pipe extension de- 
perenne, 538; Election Commissioner’s office, 

85; Police Department (decrease) 29; special 
assessment department, 20; City Clerk's office, 9. 

The increase in the office force of the School 
Board is due to the school census work.

APPEALS TO THE UNITED STATES COURTS, 


Chicago Gaslight and Coke Company Mis- 
trusts IIlinois Justice. 

The Chicago Gaslight and Coke company 
yesterday made an important move in the 
pending quo warranto proceedings against the 
gas companies. i 
moval of the cause to the Federal courts, al- 
leging that the law of Illinois depriving the 
Fidelity company of the right to hold stock 
in the Gas.company ahd vote it is unconstitu- 
tional and that the Fidelity is not a resident 
of Illinois, and therefore would not be able 
to obtain relief in the State courts to which it 
is entitied. 

Ex-Attorney-General Hunt. in behalf of 
the Dery Gaslight and Coke company, 
présented this petition to Judge Windes. He 
tiled with ita demurrer to Attorney-General 
Moloney’s information. and alsothe custom- 
ary bond of $2,000. Attorney-General 
Moloney was not in court. Judge Windes ap- 
proved the bond, but did not enter the form- 
al order transferring the cause to the United 
States Court, Attorney Mosness, who rep- 
resented the Attorney-General, said argu- 
ments on this would probably be made in the 
Federal Court when Mr. Moloney arrives 
from the capital. It is understood that if the 
United States Court decides it has jurisdic- 
tion the appeal would be to the United States 
Cireuit Court of Appeals, and finally to the 
United States Supreme Court. The demurrer 
makes a general deuial of the facts cot. tained 
in Attorney-General Moloney’s information. 
It also cites Sec. 10, Art. 1, of the Federal 
Constitution, providing that no State shall 
pass a law impairing the obligations of con- 
tracts, and after citing the anti-trust statu 
of Illinois contends that it is in contraven- 
tion of this article of the Constitution.

The meeting of 
the Southwestern Traffic Association (Texas 
roads), which has been in session at the Vic- 
toria Hotel for several days past, hastily 
adjourned sine die because the Santa Fé 
refused to attend the meeting. As both 
the Union Pacific and Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé railroads are now out of the Western 
Freight Association, there is but little pros- 
pect of the other roads remaining members 
of it much longer. The Santa Fé people say 
they are out of the association for good and 
have no intention of rejoining it hereafter, as 
the agreement has not been maintained at 
any time and simply served as a shield for the 
roads which desired to cut the rates, As the 
Santa Fé is in control of the United States 
courts it could aot meet the secret cuts made 
by Gould’s Missouri Pacific and other roads, 
and had no other alternative than to meet all 
secret rates with open ones.

E. 8, BOUTELL EXFLAINS HIS SHARE 
IN THE NORTHERN PAOIFIO DEAL. 


Hearing in New York to Determine 
Whether the Chicago and Northern 
Pacific Road Was Leased Through «a 
Conspiracy to Absorb $10,000,000 of Its 
Funds—Convention of Hibernians May 
Decide to Unite the Two American Fac- 
tions- General New York News. 


New Yorx, May 9.—[Special.]—Henry 8. 
Boutell, formerly Secretary of the Chicago 
and Northern Pacific railroad, was the only 
persun e today in the Northern Pa- 
cific conspiracy hearing before Master in 
Chancery Alfred L. Cary. The hearing was 
conducted in the Mills Building, and was at- 
tended by a large number of lawyers. The 
purpose of this hearing, as far as efforts 
of the President and directors of 
the Northern Pacific are concerned, is 
to establish the fact that the formation of the 
Chicago and Northern Pacific company and 
its lease to the Northern Pacific was the re- 
sult of a conspiracy between Henry Villard, 
the former President of the last named com- 
pany, and Edwin H. Abbott, Charles L. Colby, 
Colgate Hoyt, and others, by which 810,000. 
000 or more of the funds of the company were 
improperly diverted. If this fact is established 
suit for restitution will follow. Thomas F. 
Oakes was the only Northern Pacific re- 
ceiver présent, but he was accompanied by 
ex-Senator J, C. Spooner, G. P. Mills of Mil- 
waukee, James McNaught, and A. Jaretzki of 
Sullivan & Cromwell, all of counsel for the re- 
ceivers, President Ives and the North- 
ern Pacific directors were represented 
by General Counsel Silas W. Pettit, Samuel 
B. Clarke of Root & Clarke, and F. H. 
Wickett. Others present were Charles T 
Barney, James L. High, a lawyer of Chicago 
and torinerly Second Vice-President of the 
Chicago and Northern Pacific; J. B. Will- 
iams, Secretary to the receivers; and George 
H. Earl, Assistant Secretary to the receivers. 

Mr. Boutell had asked to be permitted to 
testify, inasmuch as certain things had been 
published in the press tending to reflect upon 
him. He was examined by Mr. Pettit, to 
whom he said he had substantially carried 
out the instructions contained in a letter ad- 
dressed to him in Chicago March 3, 1890, by 
David S. Wegg of this city, general solicitor 
of the Northern Pacific Railway. This letter 
said, among other things: 

My Dear Boutell: Please have the Chicago 
and Northern Pacific railroad company organized 
immediately upon * ok this letter; haye the 
stock subscribed, one share each, by the neces- 
sary dummies, and the entire balance of stock 
subscribed by a dummy, who will hold it really 
for the benefit of the company, and, after sub- 
scribing and receiving the stock, deliver it into 
the treasury of the company in the manner talked 
of by Mr. High, yourself, and myself. Make 
Henry S. Hawley President of the new company; 
he has been selected by Mr. Colby as the person 
to sign the bonds, and when the time comes for 
such signature it will need his presence in New 
York from six weeks to . two 
Elect yourself Secretary, which pos 
understand you are to permanently hold 
in the signing of the bonds here in New Y 
situation of affairs in your family will be such as 
to make it requisite for you to resign temporarily, 
and have your place filled by some one here who 
can sign the bonds if you are unable to be here 
for that purpose. Make John Tenney of Phila- 
delphia Treasurer. Select for the other three 
directors men upon whom you can rely.

New York, May 9.—/[Special. |}—Mr. Croker 
said to all who asked him today that he was 
ready to resign his Tammany Hall leadership 
absolutely at the meeting of the Executive 
committee tomorrow afternoon. It may be 
that Mr. Croker will change his mind after 
the members of the Executive committee get 
through talking to him, but he was fully de- 
cided tonight to surrender the Chairmanship 
of the Finance committee, which carries with 
it the leadership, and to permit the Executive 
committee to decide how the order shall be 
manned in the future. All the information 
obtainable today was to the effect that if Mr. 
Croker did resign willingly tomorrow Mr.

SECRETARY GRESHAM’S VIEW OF SAMOA, 


In Submitting Correspondence He Asks 
What Hes Been Gained by the Alliance. 
Wasuinetor, D. C., May 9.—In transmit- 

ting to the President voluminous correspond- 

ence rélative to Samoa, which was today laid 
before Congress, Secretary Gresham declares 
that the s6-called autonomous government of 
the islands is really a tripartite foreign gov. 
ernment imposed upon the natives. He 
points out the grave difficulties it is now ex- 
periencing and in conclusion asks, What 
have we gained by our departure from our 
established poljcy beyond the expenses, the 
responsibilities, and the entanglements that 
so far have been its only fruits? and he 
further holds that the treaty of Berlin has 

“not only involved us in an entang- 

ling alliance, but has utterly failed to correct, 

if, indeed, it has not aggravated, the very 
evils it was designed to prevent.“ 

The correspondence is voluminous, covering 

10,000 pages. The letter of the Secretary is 

certain to give rise to much discussion and 

controversy. A period of almost five years 
having elapsed since the conclusion of the 
general act of Berlin the present occasion is, 

the Secretary says, not inappropriate for a 

review of its results. The communication re- 

cites the efforts of Steinberger, who secured a 

concession for a naval station in Pago Pago 

Bay in 1873, promising protection, but the 

barguin was not ratified. 

Secretary Gresham continues with an account 
of Steinberger’s connection with Samoa and his 
efforts to bri about the annexation of the 
islands to the United States; his unauthorized 


romise to the islanders of the protection of the 
Dnited States. and his final deportation from the 


islands on a British man-of-war. Jan. 16, 1878, 
there was concluded at Washington the treaty 
which, up to the ratification of the general act of 
Berlin twelve years later, contained the only for- 
mal definition of the relations of the United 
States.to the Samoan group.

The 
principal feature is the falling off in pig-iron, 
which shows a reduction of more than $46,- 
000,000 in valuation and 2,000,00 long tons 
in production, Both gold and silver increased 
in production. The increase in gold was

ounces in production. Silver increased 
5,000,000 troy ounces, with an increase 
in valuation of $2,585,057 taken at 
its coining value of 81.2929 per troy ounce.

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FATHER AND son TAKEN FROM A| 


KANSAS JATL AND LYNCHED, 


William McKinley and Lewis Had Incited 
a Younger Son, Fred, to Murder His 
Brother-in-Law at Sharon Springs= 
Fred, Kept Under Guard in the Hotel, 
Escapes the People’s Vengeance In- 
vestigation of Democratic Fraud Begun 
in Milwaukee, ‘ 


Suanow Sprives, Kas., May 9.—One of the 
most determined mobs that ever congregated 
in this portion of the State Monday lynched 
William McKinley and his son Lewis for the 
murder of Charles Carley one week ago. The 
news of the double lynching reached the outer 
world for the first time today. 

About a week ago Charles Carley, a son - in 
law of William McKinley, was murdered. An 
investigation revealed the fact that Fred, a 
17-year-old son of McKinley Sr., committed 
the crime. The boy, when arrested, made a 
confession, stating that he had been induced 
to kill his brother-in-law by his father and his 
elder brother, Lewis, The motives for the 
murder seemed principally revenge and hatred. 
The murdered man had only a few weeks be- 
fore married McKinley’s daughter. It had been 
stipulated before the marriage that the groom 
was to pay the bride’s father $200 for the 
privilege ot marrying her. The groom re- 
fused to pay this money after he was married, 
and thus incurred the enmity of his wife’s 
father and brothers. The boy surprised Car- 
ley while asleep, cutting him horribly with a 
garden hoe, He was found dead and horribly 
mutilated. Monday the three were arraigned 
in court, where Fred pleaded guilty as 
charged, but his fathier and Lewis pleaded 
not guilty, waived trial, and were placed in 
the county jail. 

Late Monday night a mob of several hun- 
dred men took the father and son to a bridge 
half a mile west of town and lynched them, 
They both piteously for mercy. Fred 
would. probably have been hanged with the 
others, but instead of taking him to the jail 
he was kept under guard in the hotel. The

WHY RETAIN THE INCOME TAX? | 
The conciliation tariff bill which the Senate 
Democrats have fixed up increases the duty 
on raw sugar to $1.48 on the hundred pounds. 
This is equivalent, on the basis of last year's 
importations, to a revenue of about torty- 
eight million dollars. The House bill left 
gugar.on the free list; It was estimated that 
the revenue produced by the customs duties 
“of the Wilson bill would amount to about 
$125,000,000. Having reduced the customs 
revenues so much, the House Democrats en- 
dea vored to supply the deficiency by an in- 
come tax, which they estimated would yield 
thirty mifilions. 

The amendments reported originally by the 
Senate Finance committee were calculated to 
lower the receipts from some articles, but the 
imposition of a duty on raw sugar made so 
great 4 difference on the other side that the 
customs receipts under the first Senate bill 
would have been a little over twenty-eight 
millions greater than under the House meas- 
ure. With no extravagance in expenses the 
Finance committee's scheme would supply 
the government with enough money to make 
an income tax unnecéssary. Let when this 
fact was pressed on Voorhees he swore that 
the odious income tax must stay. 

The new bill which has been submitted to 
the Senate incrdases the duty on sugar and 
also on a number of other articles. On the 
basis of the importations for the last fiscal 
year it would produce over $180,000,000 of 
revenue. And yet instead of striking out the 
income tax the only concession to public 
sentiment is a limitation of it to a term of 
five years. Evidently the Democrats will not 
abandon their project of placating the Popu- 
lists and Socialists by the adoption of ohe of 
their pet measures. 

The manifest result of the passage of this 
last Democratic attempt to get up a tariff 
bill will be to produce a large surplus reve- 
nue proviced the Democrats are not peeul- 
iarly wasteful in their management of govern- 
ment affairs.

If this newly-prepated bill passes by July 
the immediate importations will be very 
heavy, for the importers have been waiting 
till they knew what the new duties would be. 


| The moment they are informed on that point 


the dutiable goods will come in with a rush, 
The stocks on hand in this country are small 
now, and the merchants will replenish them 
when they get a chance. There will bea great 
increase in the revenues for the coming fiscal 
yedr. The income tax applies to the incomes 
of 1894 and will be collected in 1895. The 
“gums received from this source will make the 
surplus revenue still larger. The money 
which, if left in the hands of employers, 
would be used to pay wages will be locked up 
in the Treasury, unless fooled away by Demo- 
cratic extravagance.

THE WOMEN’S CLUBS FEDERATION, 

The Generül Federation of Women’s Clubs 
of the United States wi: hold its annual con- 
vention in Philadelphia, the general session 
beginning today. More than 300 clubs 
will be represented in this gathering, 
guch remote countries as India and 
Persia having delegates in attendance. 
The National Council of Women of the Unit- 
ed States, which in turn is one of three mem- 
bers of the International Council of Women, 
the other two being Belgian and French, has 
been on the ground for several days and has 
outlined two or three subjects for discussion 
by the clubs. Its specific object is to aggre- 
gate in one organization all national socie- 
ties, whatever their purposes may be and in 
whatever part of the world they may happen 
to be, | 

Thus far the National Council has taken ac- 
tion on three questions, those of dress reform, 
divorce reform, and the inculcation of pa- 
triotism in the public schools. Uporti all these 
questions the recommendations of the coun- 
dil are eminently wise and practical. Upon 
that of dress reform it has sought to abolish the 
corset because it is unhealthful and ar- 
tistically objectionable and long skirts in the 
Street because they are filthy and heavy. The 
council’s idea of a dress is summed up as 
follows: No interference with free and 
natural action of the organs and limbs of the 
body ; no contraction of the natural womanly 
outlines; simplicity of construction and ease 
of adjustment to the wearer; and adaptation 
toa variety of materials and to changes of 
temperature.“ There is little doubt that the 
policy of the council in this matter will be in- 
dorsed by the clubs, since the latter are com- 
posed of practical and sensible women. How 
this policy will fare, however, when it en- 
counters fashion, which is neither practical 
nor sensible, is another question. 

Upon the question of divorce the council 
suggests no specific action. It simply depre- 
cates any further legislation restricting di- 
vorce until the women of the country can be 
heard and have had the opportunity to express 
their opinion upon every proposed restriction. 
The suggestion is certainly a moderate and 
proper one. Thus far woman has had little 
or no share in framing divorce legislation, 
and as she is equally interested in the business 
with man there is no reason why she should 
not have an equal voice in defining causes or 
establishing restrictions of divorce. A further 
resolution passed by the council set forth the 
need of primary instruction in constitutional 
government in the pubiic schools, of more di- 
rect methods of cultivatmg a broatier spirit 
af nationality among children, and as an ob- 
ject lesson in this direction the more general 
display of the national colors on school- 
houses and in school-rooms. Before adjourn- 
ing for the day the council passed a resolu- 
tion conveying the thanks of the one million 
women in the National Association to Judge 
Wilson for his defense of women in his recent 
plea in the Breckinridge case. and another 
resolution to the effect that it is the feeling 
of the National Council of Women that there 
should be the same standard of moral purity 
for men and women, and that for any lapse 
from this standard the same condemnation 
should be visited on both sides.” | The one 
resolution clearly enough was aimed at the 
Kentucky hypocrite, the other simply asks for 
fair play. ' | 

The discussions in the convention; so far as 
they are outlined by the council, it is plain to 
see will not lack for spice, practicality, and 
general interest. They will be watched with 
close attention, for nowhere is woman coming 
to the front:so rapidly and effectively as in 
this federation of clubs, which now takes in 
many foreign countries as well as the States 
of this. They are an active, enterprising, and 
brainy set of women and they will have some- 
thing to say worth the hearing, Ouida to the 
contrary notwithstanding.

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TO GET RETURNING PROSPERITY. 

Congressman MeGann of the House Com- 
mittee on Labor wants to know why the poor 
are poor. He wishes to ascertain this by 
means of a Congressional investigation to be 
made by a joint committee consisting of 
three Senutors and tour Representatives. 
These investigators are to be instructed to re- 
port within thirty days the cause of the indus- 
trial depression, and state what legislation 
will induce and preserve industrial and finan- 
cial conditions that will offer speedy, perma- 
nent, and lucrative employment to the citi- 
zens of the United States. 

If Mr. McGann is really desirous of obtain- 
ing this information he can get. at it much 
more readily than by the means he proposes. 
He needs only to look around him to see the 
causes of the depression he complains of, and 
which would disappear if those causes ceased 
to operate, Those of his associates who have 
voted for the Wilson bill and who have joined 
in the agitation for a debasement of the cur. 
rency are the proximate causes. Before they 
began their foolish efforts to “ reform the 
tariff” the country was prosperous.

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THE BRITISH BUDGET CRISIS. 

Lord Rosebery’s Ministry may be over. 
thrown this evening by a queer combination 
of Tories, Redmondites, and Social Labor- 
ites when the budget (or appropriation) bill, 
introduced by Sir William Harcourt as Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, comes up for second 
reading in the British Commons. The Red- 
mondites are opposed to the bill because it 
proposes an additional duty of sixpence (12 
cents) per gallon on spirituous liquors and 
sixpence per barrel on malt liquors, The 
Tories oppose it partly for the same reason, 
but principally because it proposes a large 
increase in the death duties, ot probate fees, 
as we call them, where the bequest is landed 
property. The Social Laborites oppose the 
bill for no known reason. 6 

Hitherto the landlord representatives in the 
House of Commons have so manipulated leg- 
islation that the probate fees on personalty 
have been much higher than the probate fees 
on land. Sir William MHarcourt’s budget 
proposes to equalize them. There are now 
five classes of death duties so called. The 
bill to be debated und voted on this evening 
reduces these to two—one an estate duty 
leviable upon the capital value of personal 
and real estate property and at the same rate, 
the other a succession duty leviable on the 
amount of interest a party is left in an estate 
and which is the same for persanal and real 
property. 

The estate duty is the principal one, and is 
to be graduated on a fixed principle in ac- 
cordance with the value of the property, as it 
is in New York, and to some extent in Illinois. 
The scale is as follows: 


On por cent on estates from $590 to $2,500. 
Two por cent on estates from $2,500 to $5,000. 
Three per cent on estates from $5,000 to.$50,- 
000. ‘ 
Four per cent on estates from $50,000 to 


‘$100,000. 


Four and a half per cent on estates from 6100, 
000 to $250,000, 

Five per cent on estates from $250,000 to 
$375,000. 


Five and a half per cent on estates from 6878, 
000 to $500,000, 
* per cent on estates from $500,000 to 6750, 


Six and a half per cent on estates from $750,- 
000 to $1,250,000. | 

Seven per cent on estates from 81, 250,000 to 
$2.500,000. | 

Seven and a half per cent on estates from 
$2,500,000 to $5,000,000, 

Eight per cent on all estates over $5,000,000, 

It is estimated that these new duties when 
in full working order will insure a revenue of 
$17,500,000, but this year the Chancellor 
does not expect that they will yield over 
$5,000,000. All the Tory landlords are 
furiously opposed to the new duties, As 
usual they cry confiscation. Curiously enough 
Keir Hardie and Socialist Sanders agree with 
them and the representatives of some of their 
victims—the Redmonite members of Parlia- 
ment—will vote with them against the bifl this 
evening. N 

The Chancellor has also offended the 
wealthier classes by proposing to exempt 
those in receipt of $800 or less from an in- 
come tax and by reducing the tax on incomes 
of less than $2,500, while he proposes an in- 
crease from 7 pence to 8 pence per pound 
sterling on incomes over $2,500. The rep- 
resentatives of the classes object, and the 
Irish red shank patriots and the British Social. 
ists join with them. 

If Sir William Harcourt carries his bill 
through a second reading in the House of 
Commons this evening it will be by so small 


a majority as to induce attack on it again in 


committee. The government majority is 
slightly less thar twenty, and there are grum- 
blings and disaffections in the party ranks 
which threaten the overthrow of the first 
budget based on really democratic prin- 
ciples; introduced in the British Commons. 
The ground landlords and the grog sellers have 
made common cause and they are the most 
potent factors in British politics, 


CHICAGO AND COL. BRECKINRIDGE. 

One of Col. Breckinridge’s Kentucky friends

All these attacks on Col. Breckinridge emanate 
from Chicago, Why? Because Col, Breckinridge 
refused to vote for the $5,000,000 steal for the 
World’s Fair and declined to speak at the open- 
ing of the Exposition, so the Chicago papers 
have bees writing 1 down and, maliguing him 


ever since. 

The universality of the attacks on the amor- 
ous Congressman fiom Kentucky is excellent 
evidence that they are inspired by a detesta- 
tion of the moral nature of a man who said 
what he did on the witness-stand and in his 
recent speeches. These attacks were the 
revolt of American decency against the pros- 
pect of the continuance of a conféssed de- 
bauchee in public life. 

This attempt to ascribe them to the irrita- 
tion of Chicagoans because Col. Breckinridge 
would not vote for the World’s Fair appro- 
priation evidently is prompted by the Colonel 
himself. He has seen that the Union League 
club is thinking of erasing hie name from the 
list of honorary members. He would much 
rather his constituents should think that was 
done because he would not vote for an appro- 
priation than because he was the hero of a 
notorious amour. | 

Chicago never was very popular in Ken- 
tucky. During the war soldiers from Chicago 
were in the habit of marching into Kentucky 
tor the purpose of keeping the State from se- 
ceding. This was preéminently a loyal city. 
It gave men and money towards the suppres- 
sion of the rebellion, and ineidentally of 
Col. Breckinridge. It may be that the Colonel 
and his friends think he can make something 
by appealing to the old anti-Chicago spirit in 
the district—a district which furnished the 
rebel army with a great many soldiers. He 
has begun raising the rebel yell. He says: 
Whether I am in Boston or ata banquet in

emies, Breckinridge among them. They con- 
demn his immoralities, his hypocrisy, and his 
blasphemies. but so do all decent Americans. 


WHY TEXAS Is BANKRUPT. 

The State of Texas is about to suspend cash 
payments. 
fact having been officially announced. The 
reason assigned is lack of funds. The State 
has no money with which to meet outstanding 
revenue warrants, and its creditors must wait 
for their money till such times as conditions 
may improve, The fact is all the more de- 
plorable, as it is the result of unwise legisla- 
tion, not lack of the material essentials of 
prosperity. It is not many years since Texas 
was claimed to be the most prosperous State 
in the Union and universally admitted to be 
in the front, rank of progress. Its centers of 
population were growing rapidly, its lands be- 
ing taken up by farmers and other settlers, with 
the results of vast annual strides in agricult- 
ural production, and foreign capital was 
poured into the State in large volume to aid 
in the development of its numerous activities, 
All this was favored by the natural advantages 
of the soil and climate, but it was fostered by 
the liberal character of the State legislation, 
without which Texas would have been much 
more backward than it is today. The general 
policy was to encourage the settlement of in- 
dividuals and the investment of capital in any 
and every kind of legitimate business. Under 
this policy the valuation of real and personal 
property for 1891 increased nearly 10 per cent 
over that for 1890. 

But the politicians changed all this. They 
procured the passage of laws in 1891.92 which 
caused a general withdrawing of capital and 
shrinking of credit. Among the changes were 
the creation of a commission with powers that 
would enable it to bankrupt any railroad in 
the State, the passage of an act which was in- 
tended to bar out foreign corporations and 
discriminated severely against all individual 
alien ownership of lands and a limitation of 
the legal rate of interest to 6 per cent, Peo- 
ple who had money did not want to lend or 
invest it under the altered conditions, and 
there was no longer a pressure of immigra- 
tion, the newcomers to the country going off 
in other directions. The change from a 
friendly to an unfriendly one in the treatment 
of corporations and individual investors 
turned away the current both of men and cap- 
ital and left the people of the State to regret 
the unnecessarily severe discrimination 
against the influences to which they had been 
indebted for much of their previous pros- 
perity. 

Texas has suffered little from the wave of 
business depression that has passed ovér the 
whole conntry since the national Democratic 
administration assumed the reins of power. 
Its present poverty is mostly the result of the 
domestic policy above referred to, and this 
policy must be changed before any radical 
improvement can be in order, however much 
it may be looked for. So long as ite people 
absolutely need outside capital for the con- 
duct of their business and the meeting of their 
obligations they metaphorically are cutting 
their own throats by treating as enemies it 
and its owners and placing both under re- 
strictions not imposed elsewhere, They have 
made a mistake similar to that of the Demo- 
crats in the matter of tariff reform,“ who 
hold that a child can eat its cake and still 
ha ve it in hand. The one set of men have 
legislated against capital investments in gen- 
eral, the other against its use for the employ- 
ment of home labor, and by this time both 
ought to be able to see the consequences of 
their own folly to be so disastrous that the 
sooner the folly is abandoned the better it 
will be for all concerned. 


POWER ON THE ERIE CANAL. 

Two experts have figured out for the Neo- 
trical Engineer that the maximum distance at 
which electrical power in considerable quan- 
tities can be transmitted economically is 200 
miles. They suggest that the distance might 
be doubled for a very large quantity of power, 
but there would be no profit in competing 
with steam at more than that distance, 
thqugh there would be this ad vantage, that the 
fixed charges would be distributed over a 
larger amount of business. They figure out 
$20.79 per horse power as the cost of deliver- 
ing electrical power from Niagara along the 
line of the Erie Canal, which is less than the 
cost of generatiag steam with coal at $3 per 
ton. 

This is interesting per se. It especially is 
so to the people of New York who have con- 
tracted through the authorities to have elec. 
trical force furnished to the boatmen on the 
Erie Canal at not to exceed $20 per horse 
power. Ifthe estimate bea correct one the 
Cataract company must furnish to the boat- 
men power at a loss, or cease todo it, or in 
some way get around the terms of the con- 
tract, unless the grauting of a right of way 
through the State be accepted as sufficient com- 
pensation to meet the difference. It may be 
that the company counts on not having to sup- 
ply much power to the boatmen at the figure 
named in the contract, and expects to sell 
the bulk of its product to others. It is 
reported that in spite of the claim that $20 
per horse power for electricity is cheaper than 
coal, it has been proved that, including river 
towing, thé cost of the round trip would 
amount to $86 when electricity is used, 
against only $50, which is the present cost. 
But it is reported that when this fact was sub- 
mitted to the notice of the officers 
of the company they replied that 
if the lowest actual cost of steam 
hauling be shown they will supply electricity 
| ata still lower rate. The value of that ob- 
servation will depend on the application of it, 
and it is fair to presume that if the experts 
have not made a mistake as to cost of trans- 
mission the great bulk of the tonnage on the 
Erie Canal is likely to be moved otherwise 
than by electricity for several years to come,

MeCoy, a negro, the Nicaraguan guide, and 
four Sambos, or Indians, made up the crew. 
When they had pushed off from the beach 
Isert returned to the hut. The boat was half 
way across the lagoon when Mrs. Ren- 


ton heard two shots fired in rapid

When the boat had gone a few miles it was 
run on the beach and Mrs. Renton ordered 
Her troubles and fears had made her 
half insane and to save her from going mad 
one of the men wound wet clothes about her 
head, They went through the oozing swamps, 
dragging her with them through twelve miles 
of the wilderness.

HEAVY LOSS OF LIFE IN VENEZUELA. 


Earthyuake Shock Destroys Several Cities 
[SPECIAL CaBLE. | 

Caracas, May 9.—[Copyright, 1894, by 
James Gordon Bemnett.]—An earthquake took 
place in Venezuela April 28. Reporte which 
have been received here trom the districts af- 
fected tell of heavy loss of life and destruction 
of villages and towns. 

The Cities of Merida, Lagunillas, Chiquara, 
and San Juan, situated in the northwest of the 
republic in the region of the Andes, are re- 
ported as having been totally destroyed by a 
shock near midnight. Many villages are said 
to be wrecked, but details are not yet to be 
had. The convulsion extended to parts of the 
adjacent Republic of Colombia. 

It is probable that 10,000 people have 
perished and it is certain that the greatest 
suffering prevails in the places visited by the 
earthquake. The United States Minister here 
has notified the State Department at Wash- 
ington of the terrible effect of the catastrophe, 
and has asked that assistance be given. to the 
people of the stricken districts. 

(Merida, the most important of the ruined 
towns, is in the State of Los Andes. A branch 
of the eastern chain of the Andes enters the 


country under the name of the Sierra Nevada de 


Merida. Merida lies 5,400 feet above the level 
of the sea. This is the second time in its his- 
tory that Merida has been destroyed by an earth- 
quake. The former occ¢asion was in the year 
1812. Up to that/time it had been the largest 
city in Venezuela. Its population numbers about 
10,000. San Juan is a small town lying about 
twenty-four miles west of Merida. Chiquara is 
also situated in the same State of Los Andes, 
Lagunillos is in the State of Falcon, and Zulia 
lies on thé western coast of the Lago de Mar- 
acaibo, In 1853 two earthquakes took place in 
Cumana, which entirely destroyed that ancient 
city and buried about 600 inhabitants, ]

LAKE SHORE PROPERTY-OWNERS AOT 
ON MOLONEY’S THREATS. 


They Bring Action, the Object of Which 
Is to Secure a Judicial Settlement of 
Questions of Ownership Involved in 
the Litigation Threatened by the At- 
torney-General = Details of the Bill 
Filed=Gen. Fitz-Simons Writes Gov. 
Altgeld an Open Letter on Waller Case. 

Property-owners affected by the injunction 
proceédings which Attorney-General Moloney 
has threatened to bring to enjoin them from 
further reclamation of submerged lands and 
the building of the Lake Shore drive yester- 
day began an action in the Circuit Court, the 
design of which is to secure a judicial settle- 
ment of questions of ownership involved in 
the litigation. In the name of the Chicago 

Title and Trust company as trustee they filed 

a bill in chancery against Frederick H. Wins- 

ton, John S. Cooper, Andrew Crawford, and 

Bernard F. Weber, Lincoln Park Commis- 

sioners, to enforce a specific performance of 

the contract made between the Park Commis- 


sioners and Pine street property-owners rela- 
tive to the southward extension of the drive. 
The interests represented by the Chicago Title 
and Trust company are the Pine Street Land 
Association, the Lake Shore Land Drive Asso- 
ciation, and the North Land Association, 
which control a large extent of the made 
ground east of Pine street, between Oak and 
Pearson streets. The people interested say 
the suit was a move forced by the questions 
which have been raised by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, 
Delay Causes Uncertainty. 

Since Mr. Moloney rendered his opinion 
questioning the validity of the title to the 
lands,“ said George W. Smith, attorney for 
the complainants, it has not been possible 
to sell the lands or use them as collateral, 
The continued delay in bringing the contro- 
versy to atrialhas not helped matters, and 
so the property-owners have themselves con- 
cluded to ask for a definition of their rights. 
All questions that may arise are involved in 
this suit, and its determination, whatever it be, 
should be a settlement of everything.” 

Lincoln Park Commissioner Winston said: 
Pending this proceeding the work of build - 
ing the drive will necessarily be delayed. I 
have always supposed the legality of the con- 
tract would have to be passed on by the 
courts, Last spring we got some piling and 
started to do the work. The attitude of the 
Governor and the threatened suit of the At- 
torney-General stopped this.“ 


Details of the Bill, 


The bill filed asked that the title may be 
quieted and that the complainant may be de- 
clared the owner of the property, subject to 
the conditions to be performed by the shore 
owners. The court is asked to order ‘the 
Commissioners of Lincoln Park to specific- 
ally perform the contract made with the 
property-owners to build the breakwater 
north of the center line of Oak street and be- 
tween the center line of Pearson street and 
Chicago avenue as soon as possible. If 
they are not willing to build these por- 
tions of the breakwater the court is asked to 
allow the shore-owners to do the work and de- 
duct the cost from the amounts payable to 
the Commissioners under the existing con- 
tracts. By means of the contract between 
the Commissioners and the property-owners it 
is averred that a great public work has been 
constructed without tax or assessment on 
property in North Chicago. The area of the 
lands to be divided between the public and 
the owners of the shore are given thus:

To the park and boulevard............. 80 87-100 
To streets and alley s. 15 19-100 
To the owners of the shore..............32 57-100 
The sale of the land, it is said, will produce 
only a reasonable profit. The shore line fol- 
lowed, about which there has been much 
contention, the complainant tells the 
court, was given by an inspector em- 
loyed for the purpose by the Park Board. 
e present Commissioners, the bill says, fear 
that the power of the board was exceeded 
when the contracts were made by their pred- 
ecessors in office and they have “given it 
out that the shore owners are not entitled to 
the benefits of the deeds to the property. 
These documents were deposited with the 
Northern Trust company, in escrow, pending 

the final completion of the lake shore work.

ILLINOIS WHEAT IS NOT INJURED, 


Official Reports Show the March Cold Snap 
Was Beneficial te the Crop, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 9.—The first official 
reports received at the office of the State De- 
partment of Agriculture since the sévere 
freeze of March 25 show the damage done to 
wheat at that time was greatly overestimated. 
In some counties in the southern division of 
the State correspondents report that the cold 
was beneficial to wheat, instead of detri- 
mental,as warm weather had caused it to 
start too rank, while cold checked rapid 
growth and caused it to spread.
